BISHOP THIRLWALL. 


The death of Bishop Thirlwall has deprived the ranks of the Broad Church 

of one of its chief ornaments. Dean Stanley may now be considered as its chief . 
The services resdered by this section of the Church to the cause of English pro 
gress are incalculable. It is this section which has taught England to admit — 
that one may be a good Christian without assuming that every religious aspect, 
‘except its own, must necessarily be false, and that salvation is its exclusive 
privilege. It has taught English Christendom to admit that after all there may 
be something good and true in other religious systems besides its own. It has 
roused English Christianity from that narrow sectarianism into which its cate- 
chisms, its creeds, and its straitening traditions had bedded it. It has opened 
to Biblical students moving in a restricted circle new broad scriptural 
views. The mental reach and calibre of this theological school may be judged 
from the circumstance that the deceased prelate was for a while believed to be 
the author of that arch heretical work “ Supernatural Religion.” He was not its 
author. But that he was thought capable of producing such a book is quite 
sufficient to characterise the tendency of the school to which he belonged. 
Bishop Thirlwall is gone. But the school of which he was achief representative 
continues its useful work. No religious body has derived greater benefit from 
the lesson taught by this school to the English people than the Jewish.

BUDDHA AND CHRISTIANITY. 


Buddhism as known has much, in common with Christianity, indeed so much 
ao that when Catholic missionaries first came into contact with Buddhists they 
declared that the religion ef their new acquaintances was a device of Satan con- 
trived for the purpose of deceiving these with the semblance of truth, and thus 
preventing their embracing the real truth. Now a life of this Buddha from 
Chinese writings has lately been published by Mr. Samuel Beal, and lo! and behold 
a number of similarities between the life of Buddha and that of Christ have been 


brought to light which cannot be accidental. According to the Chinese writings 


Buddha descended from Heaven to be born as a man, and the avowed purpose 
of his mission was “to give peace and rest to all flesh, te remove all sorrow and 
grief from the world,” and again to 


“deliver the world and men 
From the deep sea of misery and grief,” 


and to preach the incomparable truth. At the time of his birth a bright light 
shone through the universe, and the Devas (heavenly beings) who announced his 
entrance into the world, saluted his mother with these words : “ All joy to you» 
Queen Maya! Rejoice and be glad! For the child you have borne is holy.” The 
worship also of Simeon in the Temple finds its reflection in the adoration paid by 
the venerable Asita to the infant Buddha. The «question arises, have the 
biographers of Buddha copied the Evangelists, or the Evangelists the former? 
What if the latter should turn out to have been the case? Or should God twice 
have become incarnate, once in Judea under the name of Jesus, and once in 
India under the name of Buddha? Ifso we should have a repetition of what is 
part and parcel of the faith of the Hindus. The Brahmins believe in repeated 
incarnations (avataras) of one of the divine persons constituting their Trinity. 
If so, what becomes of the doctrine of the atonement and of the sacrifice on 
Golgotha once and for all ? 


CONSANGUINEOUS MARRIAGES, 


A book has lately been published discussing a subject which is of consi- 
derable interest to the Jewish community. Mr. Alfred Henry Huth in his 
“The Marriage of Near Kin,” inquires into the legal and physiological conse- 
quences of matrimonial unions between persons nearly related. It is a fact that 
the Law of Moses watching with most sedulous care over the purity of family 
ties, and punishing with the greatest rigour any transgression of the limits 
traced, yet allows much greater latitude in the choice of partners in life than 
does Christianity, especially Roman Catholicism. The latter looks askance at 
marriages between cousins, if it does not absolutely forbid them, and, in common 
with Protestantism, prohibits altogether unions between uncles and nieces. 
Physiology has seized hold of these prohibitions, and traced all kinds of bodily 
and mental defects in the offsprirg of such marriages to the infraction of the 
relig'ous law. Yet marriages between cousins have been favourite unions in 
Biblical times, as proved by the many instances thereof recorded, and are of 
frequent occurrence in the Jewish commurity in our own days, while marriages 
between uncles and nieces, although rare, are certainly not forbidden either by 
Moses or the rabbis. Are marriages of this kind productive of the evil conse- 
quences frequently ascribed to them by physiolcgists? Mr. Huth denies this ; 
and certainly the evidence brought forward by him in support of his views will 
not be easily refuted. Mr. Huth, therefore, urges a revision of England's 
marriage laws, The existing prohibitions to marriage he regards as relics of 
the asceticism which at one time pervaded the Church, and was itself a reaction 
against dissolute habits. Jewish experience is decidedly in favour of Mr. Huth’s 
views. The Jewish race has not degenerated either physically or mentally in 
consequence of the greater matrimonial latitude allowed it. It does not 
appear that the Caraites, who have extended the Biblical prohibitions far beyond 
the limits assigned to them by the rabbis, are superior to the Jews following 
the rabbinical code either in bodily strength or mental vigour : and the Semasi- 
ans, a much smaller community, than either the Caraites or Rabbinites, who for 
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 enturieshaveintermarried, are, according to the evidence of all travellers whohave 


had an opportunity of observing them, a fine and intellectual race, among whom 
there are scarcely any deaf-mutes, or individuals labouring under any other 
bodily defect. Modern legislators will probably have to retrace their steps, and 
come back to the matrimonial laws affected by consanguinity and affinity as 
laid down by Moses of old. The safest guide after all is the Word of God, 


FRIENDLY SOCIETIES’ ACT. 


The passing of the Friendly Societies’ Act will tend to greatly stimulate 
these societies to put their houses in order. “It has been abundantly proved that 
very many of the Friendly Societies are from their inception managed in a some. 
what reckless manner. Liabilities are incurred without sufficient provision bein 
made to meet them. The Jewish Friendly Societies are no exception to - 
general unsatisfactory state of things revealed by the Royal Commission on 
Friendly Societies. In the majority of instances the Jewish Friendly Societies 
do not base their tables of contributions upon the age of a member when admitted 
but all pay alike, regardless of age: the man of forty paying no more than the 
man of eighteen, although the risk is just twice as great. No time skould he 
lost in remedying such an anomaly in every society where it exists, Tt also 
appears that the contributions are in mauy cases arranged in 4 haphazard 
manner, and not based upon actuarial calculation. Mr. Marcus Adler, the 
Actuary of the Alliance Assurance Company, who has given considerable atten. 
tion to the matter, delivered a lecture to Jewish working men some months 
ago upon the subject of Friendly Societies. He showed clearly the dangers 
which a society incurs in not having a carefully prepared table of contributions 
graduated according to the ages of members on their admission to the society 
We understand that after much patient investigation, Mr. Adler has prepared g 
table of contributions for the guidance of Je .'sh Friendly Societies. It behoves 


place them upon a sound and thoroughly solvent 1vcting. 


THE O'CONNELL CENTENARY. 

The O'Connell Centenary is over. The multitudes that thronged Dublin 
have dispersed, and Dublin itself dofling its festive garb, has resumed its every 
day appearance. Ireland may be congratulated on the success which has attended 
tiis great demonstration. But what occasion had she to ally herself so closely to 
or rather to alloy this national festival with, Ultramontanism ? O'Connell no 


of his countrymen, many of whom it may be supposed excelled him in Catholic 

sentiment. Yet their names are never mentioned. It is not as a Roman Catholic 
that the Liberator was great, but as patriot. .But this virtue was as it were, 
pushed into the background to give way to his Catholicism, For the hundreds 
who are capable of sympathising with 0’Connell the religionist, and for nothing 
else, there are thuosands who can understand and value O'Connell the patriot and 
defender of the down-trodden, but who have no understanding for O'Connell the 
champion of Catholicism. To our thinking nothing was more calculated to cool 
down the sympathies of those prepared on grounds of humanity fully to 
appreciate the glorious and imperishable work accomplished by the great Irish 
patriot than the glowing terms in which the Lord Mayor of Dublin spoke at 
the Banquet of the so-called “ prisoner of the Vatican.” Can there be any greater 
contrast than that existing between the character of the man who strove for the 
civil and political rights of his countrymen enthralled by reason of their religion 
and who in fact claimed equal rights for all citizens whatever their creed, and 
the man who sanctioned the kidnapping of a Jewish child, canonised Peter 
D’ Arbues, the torturer and murderer of scores of innocent men and women simply 
because they did not profess his own religion—simply because they were Jews, 
and lastly who issued the Syllabus, the would-be murderer ofall civil and relt- 

gious liberty, of all civilization and progress? If Europe should not so heartily 
respond to the high aspirations of Ireland, it would be the fault of those Irish who 
identify their cause with that of Ultramontanism. 


FRANCE.~LIBERTY OF TEACHING. | 

The cause of progress: las lately sustained a defeat in France which the 
whole civilized world has occasion to deplore. The French legislature has con- 
ceded permission to dioceses, departments and communities—the Jewish included 
—to establish universities of their own, independent of the State, and even 
confer degrees.

Here area few of the 
doctrines of the religion of the future which will be taught in the new colleges 
which like mushrooms will spring up gver night in all parts of France, will poison 
the atmosphere and spread around moral destruction and putrefaction. Anathe- 
matised he that says, “ Everyone is at liberty to embrace aud profess the religion 
which he deem the best by the aid of the light of his reason ; that men may in any 
religion, find their way to everlasting salvation, and obtain it; that one may praise 
a Catholic country the law of which provides that strangers sojourning in it may 
enjoy the liberty of publicly practising their religious worship ; that the Church 
(Catholic of course) has not the right to employ force ; that the Church should 
be separated from the State, and the State fromthe Church ; that in the case of 
a conflict between the laws emanating from these two authorities the civil law 
should prevail ; that Catholics may approve a system of education outside the 
Catholic faith and the authority of the Church.” Woe, woe to mankind, and 
especially woe to us Jews whenthe new Gospel shall have entered the bone and 
marrow of the people. Medieval night will again breakin uponus. And France 
after all unfortunately is the heart of European intelligence. Germany may be 
more erudite, England may possess more intellect and more solidity, Italy more 
artistic taste, yet France after all is spiritually the most moveable of all European 
nations. It is their heart. Every one of its beats are felt throughout all their 
mental pulsations. Since the great French revolution there has not been a move- 
ment in France but its sound has re-echoed throughout the whole civilised world. 
Its whole mental circulation will go wrong when the heart beats irregularly. 
Meanwhile Paris, Orleans and Angers are preparing to establish universities 
according to the heart of Pope Pius IX., who kas congratulated Bishop Dupau- 
loup on the success achieved by him. Cardinal Cullen, too, has issued a pastoral 
to the Catholic of the diocese of Dublin on the O'Conaell Centenary in which 
he says: “ Perseverance in asking for our rights will at length be crowned with 
success, Kecent events in France should encourage us to persevere in looking 
for equality in educational matters. - Our French brethren have lately gained a 
victory over a monopoly established nearly a century ago in favour of Free- 
thinkers and Infidels, and have now a fuil right in higher Catholic schools and 
Catholic Universities,” i.c., Ultramontane institutions. 


SYNAGOGUE &INGING. 

The annual report of Prof. Hullah, the Gcvernment Inspector of Music, 
deserves a passing notice. Among other remarks he says that greater improve- 
ments would be made if students practised the choral music of the great masters 
ratuer than short and easy part songs, and he strongly urges pupils not to rely 
upon ear but to sing only from note. We wonder what Mr. Hullah would say 
of our synagogue choirs which are taught to sing by ear only! The choirs are 
not taught music at all, they are only required to repeat parrot-like the tunes 
We believe that there is only one exception 
to this practice—that of the West London Synagogue of British Jews whereat 
the members of the choir are expected to sing only from note. Some 
eccentricity is shown by several of the conductors in constantly changing the 
tunes, The straius to which the congregants have grown accustomed and which 
they sometimes admire to the verge of veneration, are replaced repeatedly by the 
ephemeral, meretricious. compositions of the conductors. It is the practice in 
many churches and chapels to have a hymnal book which gives the music for 
each hymn and which is seldom altered and then only upon extraordinary occa- 
sions. With synagogue muaic it is entirely different. Allis left to the passing 
fancy and caprice of the conductor of the choir, -The constant changing of the 
tunes renders it impossible for the congregation to join in the chaunting of the 
choir, A very impressive effect is produced when the congregants are enabled 
to sing in unison. The “ Revivalists” who recently favoured London with their 
attempts to rouse the dormant religious fervour of the citizens, we are told, 
attached much importance to the impression produced by the united singing of 
the assemblage of a simple hymn. The portions of our synagogue service sung 
by the choir were undoubtedly originally inteaded to be sung by the whole con- 
gregation. Thisis of course rendered impossible where the melody is unfamiliar 
or too ornate and difficult and constantly changed. Insufficient advantage has 
been taken by the synagugue authorities of the teaching of music in nearly all 
our schools. No doubt, if properly approached, the school authorities would be 
glad to give every assistance in their power for the purpose of strengthening 
and improving the choirs of our synagogues—for which there is plenty of room, 


THE LAY ELEMENT IN CLERICAL ASSEMBLIES. 

How strange that the long deliberations at the Wesleyan Conference 
should be requisite to determine “whether it is advisable to increase the lay 
element in the discussions of subjects for general legislation and financia 
matters. Fancy a meeting of Jewish ministers considering whether the repre. 
sentatives of the several congregations by which they are salaried may be 
allowed to have a word to say on the disposal of the funds furnished by them. 
The difference arises from the circumstance that in the Jewish community its 
officers derive all their authority from those by whom they are appointed. They 
are therefore subordinate to those appointing them. But in bodies such as. the 
Established Church or the Wesleyans, who hold that the ministers receive their 
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call from a higher authority, these stand over their congregations, and therefore 
need not consult the representatives of the body more than might be deemed 
expedient by them. Which of the two constitutions is more conducive to the 
communal welfare? We unhesitatingly say the Jewish, It renders priestly 
supremacy impossible. 
YEMEN. 

A correspondent writes from Alexandria to the Press of Vienna: “ Since 
Yemen has ceased to be an independent state, having fallen under the rule of 
Constantinople, much has changed there as well as in Southern Arabia in general 
although not always for the better, and massacres and religious persecutions 
which were the order of the day, and even occurred in the capital Sanaa are no 
longer allowed, and under the protection of the present government Mahometans, 
Jews and Banyans (Indian traders) live peaceably and apply themselves industri- 
ously to their respective occupations. The number of Jews in Yemen is about half 
a million. Many improvements from the West are owing to them. In these efforts 
the community of Sanaa possessing not less than five and twenty synagogues, take 
the lead, and accustom their youths early in life to industrial pursuits. As they lack 
at Sanaa tie means for these purposes, many of them repair to Aden where the 
Jews under British rule enjoy full civil liberty , and there perfect themselves in 
what is to obtain for them their bread and a position in their native place. 

The Arab considering all handicraft and trade as occupations degrading to 
a freeman, he leaves it all to the Jew andthe Banyan, and as the latter in 
Arabia engages in traffic only, it happens that the goldsmiths, jewellers, armourers> 
shoemakers, tailors, &c., most sought after, belong to the “ chosen people.” The 
artizans as well as the Jewish traders at Sanaa follow strictly the precepts of 
their religion, Their maris (rabbis) have even the right to punish every religious 
transgression with imprisonment or a fine, The Jews are very leniently treated 
by the Turkish Government which has guaranteed to them communal autonomy. 

There are still many nomadic Jewsin districts to the west of Yemen who are said 
to be mighty hunters, fearlessly chasiog lion and panther. They often bring the 
skins of the wild beasts killed by them to Sanaa or Mariba for sale, exchanging 
them for all kinds of wares or prayer-books and Bibles imported from Leghorn, 
Jerusalem, Kairwan and Cairo. The Jews of Aden however, fare best of all of 
them, for they enjoy complete automony, and the jurisdiction of their coreligion- 
ists in part rests in the hands of their elders, The Jews of Arabia are distin- 
guished from the Arabs by their physiognomy, but have in common with them 
the same language, costume, and mode of living. 


Berui.—There is a report that the office of the late Dr. Geiger is to be filled

Srneria.—Jews are now settled in Siberia. The latest census shows that 
at Irkutsk there are nearly one thousand Jews of both sexes. 


Maprip.—The Moderatés who formed the minority on the Constitutiona) 
Committee, have issued a protest against the principle of freedom of publig 
worship, which was sanctioned during the deliberations of the Committee on the 
draught of a Constitution. : 


Porspam.—Everywhere in Prussia the influence of the change of policy 
towards the Jews makes itself felt. Formerly no Jewish minister was relieved 
from any of the taxes whether governmental or municipal, from the payment of 


- which pastors of churches were free. Lately Dr. Cohn, Rabbi of the congrega- 


tion of Potsdam, applied to the town council for exemption from the municipal 
taxes. It was granted without difficulty. | 


PHILADELPRIA.—At the approaching Centennial there will be exhibited a. 
collection of plans and models of the several Jewish charitable institutions in 
the United States. Synagogues and schools will likewise be represented, It 
will be a noble monument of American Jewish charity amidst the great 
exhibition. 

PrussiA.—When Dr. Falk, Minister of Public Instruction, lately visited 
Bonn, the professors of the University were presented to him. _Among these 
were four coreligionists. Jewish professors are also at the Universities of 
Berlin, Gottingen, Marburg, Halle, Breslau and Kénigsberg. A few years ago 
no Jew, whatever his qualification, could obtain a professoral chair in Germany 
unless he embraced Christianity. 


Cracow.—The following incident will show the spirit which still prevails even 
amovg educated classes in Poland. A Jew was charged with a fraud before the 
Court, when the government officer who conducted the case against the defendant 
did not content himself with attacking the accased hut must necessarily ee | 
against the whole Jewish people, and, lamenting the presumed decay of the 
national well-being, had the effroutery to state that the cause of ali this misery 
was the repeal of the law which excluded all Jewish evidence from the Courts of 
Law whenever a Christian was concerned ‘in a law-suit. Immense mischief is 
done by speeches of this kind, as they are reproduced in full by the Ultramon- 
tane press and not rarely commented upon. On this occasion, however, an 
Ultramontane paper which. availed itself of this opportunity for spreading pre- 
judice among the common people, was confiscated by the government.

REFLECTIONS ON RELIGIOUS REVIVALISTS. 


- 
[FIRST ARTICLE. | 


Tue Times in a late article reviewed the work of what are termed the 
American Revivalists. Our great contemporary was singularly temperate in 
its tone. It frankly acknowledged that these Missionaries had schieved con- 
siderable success. It bronght forward excellent reasons to account for the 
success, without attributing it, as do the friends of the movement, to the influ- 
enee of a divine blessing which, they say, has rested on the labours of these 
men, The Times calls attention in the first place to their earnestness,. so 
different from the laisser-aller manner of most teachers of religion, and to 
their unwearied perseverance. Then their coming to England was advertised 
with wonderful completeness. Mr. Moopy’s sermons are short, terse, and to 
the purpose, and Mr. Sayxey’s hymns are simple, easy to be understood, yet 
with meaning, often with pathos, and often set to music touching, meiodious 
and never too fine. The preacher's tones, too, are natural; there is none of 
the monotony which generally characterises English clergymen. Lastly, the 
Times points out, as one of the main causes of this success, that Mr. Moopy’s 
doctrine is extremely comforting and easy. ‘“ You can be saved in a moment,” 
he tells his hearers. “ Only stand up, let us see that you wish to be con- 
verted, and we will pray for you and you will go home to-night happier than you 
ever were before.” Not difficult, and withthe exception of the standing up to be 
pitied by the saints already converted, and to be laughed at by the hardened 
reprobates who will keep their seats, notatall unpleasant! Having thus accounted 
for their success and spoken of their merits, the Times spares not their faults, 
which it regards as neither few nor insignificant. But it arrives at the con- 
clusion that these faults have not hindered a great result. Thousands and 
thousands have come and come again, and at the farewell meeting at Mildmay 
Hall, over three hundred ministers of religion voluntarily came forward to 
testify to the extraordinary “ blessings” which had attended the Missionaries’ 
work.” 

But our object is not the object of the Times. Our object is not to 
criticise the Revivalists or their services, to note their merits or demerits ; 
but, looking at them from a neutral, not a hostile point of view, to give 


expression to the reflections they arouse in the mind of ah unprejndiced - 


bystander.. We see churches which have at their command every advantage 
conceivable—wealth, position, learning, royal favour—acknowledging by the 
lips of hundreds of their ministers that these two Americans have succeeded 
where they have failed. Tsey have had no high-born patrons, no learning, 
no wealth, none of the extraneous aid which comes from splendid temple or 
magnificent ritual. They have come—the one with his bible, the other with 
his wooden pipes ; and they have done what the churches with their united 
bishops and powerful dissenting preachers have altogether failed to do. ‘To 
us unprejudiced observers, it is evidence of startling unexpected weakness. 

But side by side with this phenomenon, behold another! These 
churches, so powerless to satisfy the religious cravings of their own adherents, 
assert and assume superiority over a “‘ church” which has endured more than 
three thousand years, and has never yet needed a sensational Revival. This, 
arrogance in conjunction with weakness, though Indicrous is not the less 
offensive; but it becomes well-nigh insufferable when with fervidl unction 
they invite and entreat the adherents of this all-sufficient ‘Faith, to embrace 
one or other of their conflicting insufficient creeds. Is it not Joruam’s 
parable reversed? (Judges ix. 14), It is the bramble inviting the majestic 
forest trees to place themselves under the shadow of its branches? But the 
churches would say to the adherents of the ancient faith, “ Ye are satisfied, 
but without cause, Our own people are discontented, but without reason. 
In Judaism there is no rest. . In Christianity there is peace. Rouse your- 
selves from the repose of your fancied security. Come into our fold.” 


Let us investigate these assertions: “Judaism has no peace.” “ In 
Christianity is peace.” These propositions analysed resolve themselves into 
the following doctrines : First, man inherits sin, and even the penalty of the 
first sin; Secondly, Judaism has no means of expiation; Thirdly, Christianity 
glories in a boundless “ Redemption.” 

Now let us examine these doctrines. First, Man inherits sin and the 
penalty of the first sin.” This is simply nonsense. We are not sinful 
because Anam failed to resist temptation, nor do we suffer any evil result from 
his act of criminal weakness. We are sinful because our nature is imperfect, 
because we have impulses, passions, appetites, urging us to sinful indulgence 
while the conscience that should control these internal forces too often lacks 
the pep | energy and power. But a conilition, even far from perfect, 
need not and should not excite alarm. A father knows that his children are 
and will be children, ‘They have their faults as allchildren have. He expects 
not perfection. He makes allowances for failings. He gladly perceives 
compensating virtues, and if the general bent of his children’s conduct is 
towards good, he with all his heart forgives many errors and faults, and 
regards his children with love and favour. | 


Is Gop more exacting than man? Is our Heavenly Farner less loving 
than an earthly parent? Surely if there be oné attribute characteristic of the 
Supreme, it is His boundless love, His inexhaustible compassion (Job iy. 18). 
True it is, as Eliphaz declares, “‘ He putteth no trest in His servants, and 
His angels he chargeth with folly.” Compared with His perfect purity, the 

innocence of infancy is corruption. But he mercifully regardeth 
hnman frailty. The Psalmist (Psalm ciii, 9—14) well says; “ He acteth 
not towards us according to our sins nor requiteth us according to our iniqui- 
tie¢. For high as are the heavens above the earth, so prevaileth His mercy 
above them that fear Him. As far as the Eastis from the West, so far doth 
He remove in transgressions from us. Like as a Father compassionateth 


his children, so the Lorp compassionateth them that fear Him. For He 
Knoweth our nature ; He remembereth that we ure dust.” gone 


Our Heavenly Father knoweth our weakness and mercifully maketh full 


allowance for it. He expects not perfection from us. He is more than 
tent with us if we love and fear Him and strive to perform all the infuatilan 
He has laid down for the discharge of our duty towards Him and Hig me 
tures. Judwism is not a religion of terror for imperfect man, Op the 
trary, without lulling man into a mistaken security, it encourages hin ont, 
despair nor even to tremble under sin, but, while reposing with all confia 
on the mercy of the Supreme to plod onwardly, if slowly still surely oe 
hopefully and happily towards a less and less sinful condition, until he reg 
the nearest approach to perfection possible to mortality. The general liabiiity 
of man to sin is no warrant for the assertion that “ Judaism knows no rest,” 
Second, Now is it true that: “ Judaism has no means of expiation?” 
By this proposition our opponents probably mean that the system of sacrifice 
is extinct. But it is a great question indeed as to. how far the sacrificial 
system of the Temple was ever looked upon or intended as a means of ex. 
piation. It will be remembered that the dishonest man could obtain qo 
expiation from an offering until he had previously made full restitution to 
the man he had wrongea, and had even added a fifth of that which he had 
wrongfully obtained, The true expiation was the confession of his sin, and 
the full restitution. The sacrifice of the ram gave a religious sanction to 
what would otherwise have been simply a “ civil’’ proceeding, and further 
testified that the once dishonest man understood that in wronging his fellow. 
creature he had also sinned against his Creator. 


That the sacrificial system, in the time of its greatest splendour, was po 
true means of expiation, was demonstrated with fatal clearness by the des. 
truction of the Temple in which it was observed. During all the agony of 
the Roman war, even amidst the famine of the last. terrible siege, until the 
gloomy seventeenth day of January, the daily sacrifice was never omitted. 
But it was powerless to avert the doom brought upon our race by their long- 
continued rebellion ayainst their Gop. 

dat have we no means of expiation’? In reply, we appeal to many 
passages in the history of our race, and we deduce therefrom that prayer is 
an ellicacious means of expiation. How frequently did Isnagu’s sin cal] 
down the condemnation of the Supreme. Prayer removed the threatened 
punishment, and restored the divine blessing. While Judaism has that 
mighty instrument—prayer—while its adherents ¢an.sob forth to their 
Faruke in Heaven their crief that they should have thwarted His desires: their 
remorse that they should have transgressed His commands; their entreaties 
that he will give them time and strength to amend; while Jiadaism eneonr- 
ives its adherents to bend before their Gop — before His, not His represen 
tative—before Hiu in His glorious perfeetion—to confess their sin and te seek 
His pardon—we reject with scorn and derision, the charge that “ Jadaisni 
has no means of expiation.” 


SIR MOSES MONTEFIORE’S JOURNEY TO. JERUSALEM, 

The following translation of a letter address to Sir Moses Montefiore by 
Youssuf Effendi, the President. of the Municipality of Jerusalem, has been 
handed to us for publication by Mr. Henry Lumley: 

Academie Orientale, 3. Vieuna, Jaly 29th, 1875. 

Sirn.—With sentiments of the wreatest pleasure [ have léarnt from the 
newspapers of your new journey to the Holy Land with the view of alleviating 
the wretched condition of your coreligionists in Palestine. 

tegretting much: that have not the happiness of be ing nt present in 
Jerusalem, my birth-place, where I could have been of much service to you, I 
take the liberty .cf addressing a few words to you in the hope that they may 
further your noble intention. 

You are aware as I am that there are wnfortnnately at Jerusalem flatterers, 
intriguers and beggars of different classes and grades. They will no doubt 
intrude their interested advice, which I feel sure with your usual wisdom and 
experience, you will discriminate and [| feel: convinced that before definitely 
determining upon any course of action, you will carefally investigate the sad 
condition of Jerusalem. I am further sure that if you seriously enquire 
into the prevailing state of things and have the opportunity of penetrating 
into-the mysteries of Jerusalem—and what mysteries they are—you will not tind 
other or better means for alleviating the chronic wretchedness of Jerusacem, than 
the training up and edneating the young, by founding European schoo, 
where European languages are taught, together with different trades, so that the 
peop'e may earn their liveliliood by work. 

{nstitutions should be founded where the children may be entirely brought 
up, that is to say where they may receive board, clothing education and modern 
instruction, where their sense of honor may be fully developed, and where 
they may learn to detest idleness and mendicity, and cease to depend upon the 
alms of centuries —the Khalonka—and learn to attach themselves to a life 
of industry and labour. at 

Schools of Agriculture must absolutely be founded without any distinction 
of creed. 

In every case a committee should be formed of the Consuls, t 
the local government, and some European Jewish delegates, especially 
to superintend these charitable institutions and to offer something likeaguaranice 
for their prosperity. 

These schools, sir, will be a perpetual monument to you, be 
for ever to your single-minded philanthropy. Pr ang

Dr. Martin Philippson has been appointed Extraordinary Professor of 
History at the University of Bonn. 


Signor Leone Ferrari, advocate at Ferrari, has received from King Victor | 


Emmanuel, the decoration of Chevalier of the Crown of Italy. 

Herr Lasker, who is already Doctor of Law, hoasrie Causa, has had the 
dignity of Doctor of Philosopliy, honoris Causa, conferred on him by the 
University of Freiburg. 

The Emperor and Empress of Austria have given a handsome dowry to a 
poor Jewish girl on her marriage. She had been recommended to their Imperial 
Majesties by the Rabbi of Galato, Hungary. 

Our German contemporaries announce with gratification the appointment of 
Dr. Herrlich, a coreligionist, as Professor at the newly created Humboldt College 
in Berlin. 

The sculptor Leopold Ran, of Berlin, has executed a life-size statue of the 
late Dr. Abraham Geiger, Its destination is not mentioned by the contemporary 
from which we g'ean this item, 

The Frankfort Society for the Promotion of Iebrew Literature. has issued 
the biography of the poct and Cabbalist, Moses Chaim Luzatto, of Padua (1707- 
47), translated from the Hebrew by Herr Rothstein of Kinigsberg. 

The first annual report of the United Hebrew Charities of New York— 
comprising five societies which successfully amalgamated last year—states that 
the receipts for the year exceeded 37,000 dollars. The expenditure amounted to 
99312 dollars. 

The official prison statistics of 1471 for Prussia, which have been recently 
published, show that 23 out of every 10,000 Catholics were in prison that year. 
Among Protestants the proportion was 20 in every 10,000, and among Jews 13 
in the same number. 

The Council of the Union of American Hebrew Congregations met at 
Buffalo on the 13th ult. Seventy congregations were represented at the 
Congress. Two gentlemen from Chicago each subscribed 1,000 dollars towards 
the funds of the Hebrew College in connection with the Uuion,

The Polish community already possesses its own Rabbi, 
three synagogues and a Chasidim School (synagogue) ; but in consequence of 
the continued influx of coreligionists from Russia and Poland, the community 
has erected two more synagogues. 


The Portuguese Synagogue at Amsterdam has been presented by some

in commemoration of the approaching 200th anniversary of the erection of the 
synagogue, An orchestra will perform in the syuagogue at the bi- centenary 
festival as it appears that instrumental music heightened the solemnity at the 
Consecration of the building. 

Dr. Bernstein, holding a high medical post in the Austrian Army, has been 
elected by a large majority of votes, Deau of the Academical College of 
Physiciaas in Prague, Dr. Ritter Von Wiener, is President of the Bohemian 
Climber of Advocates : and another Jew, Maxmilian Dormitzer was prior to his 
removing to Vienna, President of the Bobemian Chamber of Commerce.

There are now four Dutch Jewish papers published 
jn Ainsterdam, in addition to the Echo de [ Orient, a French Jewish paper which 
is also issued in Amsterdam. Rotterdam also boasts of a Jewish organ, so that 
the Jews of Holland are well eupplied with journals to represent them. 


At Blidah, in Algiers, the Jewish pupils of the public school al! in one day 


went over to the clerical school maintained by the Fréres Ignorantins, the reason 
allege’ by the local paper being that Jewish parents wanted their ebildren to be 
really instructed, and as the public school failed to do so, they sent them to those 
who, though monks, were in earnest in matters of education. On the other hand, i¢ 
steported that in Tlemcen the Grand Rabbi, M, Charleville, and the President of 


he Consistory of Oran, M. Canon, visited that place, and hearing that Jewish 
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children were being sent to Catholic schools where they were compelled to share 
in all reliztc’ s exercises, such as kneeling down, making the sign of the cross, 
&c., the Rabi, in a sermon, remonstrated against this abuse in severe terms, in 
consequence of which the children wero withdrawn from the Catholic schools 


and sent either to the public school of the town or to the French Jewish school.— 
School Board Chronicle.

The corner stone of a new synagogue for the Jewish community in 
Wilmington, North Carolina, was laid on the 15th ult, The ceremony like that 
whick took place at Atalanta a few weeks previously, was conducted with masonic 
honours, A procession comprising amongst others the heads of the Masonic 
fraternity, the State and City authorities, and headed by a musical band marched 
from tie Masonic Hall to the site of the synagogue. The corner-stone was laid by 
the grand officers of the Masonic Lodge and addresses were delivered by the 
Hon. Mr. Waddell and the Rev. Dr. Jastrow, of Philadelphia, who officiated. 


. On the occasion of the 400th anniversary. of the birth of Michael Angelo, 
says the Movimento of Genoa, a few residents of the Ghetto at Rome asked for 


permission to illuminate and decorate with flowers the masterpiece of the great 


sculptor, the statue of Moses, which stands in the Church of St. Peter Ad Vincula. 
It is well known, adds the Movimento, that the Jews have exposed themselves to 
persecutions at the hands of the priests on account of the honour shown by them 
to the statue of their law-giver and prophet, It is considered improbable that 
the clergy of the church will accede to the request of the Jewish deputation. 
The /sraelitische Niewwsbode of Amsterdam, expresses doubts as to the veracity 
of the above statement and remarks that our coreligionists would never adopt 
the method deseribed above of honouring their great legislator, 


At a recent meeting at Paris of the Grand Orient of France, one of the 


speakers related the following anecdote: Two years ago there was introduced to 


the President of the Lodge, Brother Charles Cousin, a certain Madame Madeleine 
Bres, Bachelor of Science, who had passed several examinations in Science, but 
who could not pay the fees for, her matriculation, her examinations, nor 
print her thesis _ A recommendation to Baroness James de Rothschild waa 
asked and procured for her. A fortnight ago, said the speaker, Brother Cousin, 
I received a visit from Madeleine Bros, Doctor of Medicine of the Faculty of Paris 
She brought him her thesis, dedicated to Baroness James de Rothschild, ber 
generous patroness, who “remarked to one of the fraternity that she was very 
happy and justly proud of having attached her name to the first thesis maintained 
by a French female doctor. 


‘Bertix.—Another important step in advance has been taken by the Prussian 
Government. Hitherto Jewish schools were not permitted to receive pupils of 
the Christian religion. Ihe Minister of Pablic Instruction, Dr. Falk, has. now 
authorised Dr. Lowenstein, principal of an educational establishment at Berlin, 
to receive boys of any religious denomination. The only condition made is 
that he should employ a teacher of the Christian religion to instract Christian 
pupils in their religion. 


Mornt Srvat—lIn the course of a recent visit paid by Brugsch Bey to the 
convent on Mount Sinai in the retinue of the Duke of Mechlenburg Schwerin, 
he discovered in the library portions hitherto unknown of the celebrated “ Codex

JEWISH PUPILS IN GENERAL SCHOOLS. 


So mvcu has been written and said of ldte years about Education, that it js 
with much diffidence that we venture to touch on any branch or aspect of the 
subject, for fear of frightening away our readers. It has been made the hobby 
ofmany very worthy and well-meaning but somewhat prosy persons, both 
speakers and writers, who have ridden it till both they and their theme have 
become an intolerable bore to those who have to read or listen. And yet it 
is a subject of such extreme importance, and in one way or another so nearly 
affecting all of us, that no one dare confess, nor would it be the fact, that enough 
has been said about it. “As with ali very vast subjects, turn it what way you 
will, it always presents some new point, some aspect which has not been com- 
pletely discussed or disposed of. ‘We are far from supposing that the parti- 
cular side of the question indicated by the heading of this article has not pre- 
sented itself to and been amply discussed by any of our readers; but it may 
not be out.of place, at a time when most schools are breaking up for the long 
vacation, to lay before those upon whom in the main depends the training of 
the coming generation some matter for reflection which, when the schools 
re-open, may ripen into action. 

The first question that presents itself, whether it is better for our Jewish 
youtlis to receiye education in communal or in general schools, we do not 
now propose to discuss. While holding a very decided opinion upon it, the 
discussions would serve little practical use, for whichever way practical 
opinions incline, the fact is that the immense majority of Jewish boys do and 
will always receive their training at generel schools. It is therefore with 
boys 8o educated that we are most immediately concerned, and with reference 
to their education that our suggestions may be most useful. Without naming 
individual instances, it is gratifying to observe that at most of the upper aud 
middle class schools the Jewish pupils continue to be distinguished for their 
industry and success. There is however some reason to fear that both 
parents and children are liable to be in some degree carried away by this 
success, and to forget certain duties which they owe to the community. 
Although there exists now scarcely a trace of the prejudice which was once 8° 
keenly felt and so bravely and patientiy borne, the extent to which the community 
is responsible for the acts and conduct of its individual members cannot be too 
strongly insisted upon. We fear the full meaning of this responsibility is not 
sufficiently felt, When it appears that a Jewish boy is imperfectly acquainted 
with the leading principles and doctrines of his faith, when even differences 
of practice in ceremonial matters are observed by those who cannot 
appreciate the meaning of those differences, the Jewish religion is thereby to 
a certain extent degraded in the eyes of others. If, apart from all religious 
considerations, Jewish parents would only bear in mind the claims of their 
ancient lineage, we should be spared the disgrace, now sometimes witnessed, 
of seeing a Jewish boy industrious and successful in secular studies, unable 


to translate a simple passage from the Hebrew Bible, or even to read zs 
sacred language with fluency, The honoured name of Jew cannot be be 
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without responsibility; he who bears it must remember that noblesee oblige. 
And to him who treats ceremonial matters lightly, as things with which reli- 


gion can afford to dispense, we would say : “ Be not too hasty in thrasting 


your doubts and questions before your children, they will discover them soon 
enough. Childhood is the age of trust and belief: weaken noc that confidence 
which you may one day require of your son by showing him that the staff on 
which he leans will yield to the weight of your intellect.” For those 
who are not destined for the ministry or the profession of teaching 
we do not advocate the giving of an excessive proportion of time to studies 
not profitable in a worldly sense, But this is quite a different thing from 
the total neglect of the stady of Hebrew which must be laid at the door of 
many of the parents who entrust the education of their children exclusively 
to public schools. And besides the duty which, as already shown, 
every one owes to his race, it is surely desirable that our children 
should be able to hold their own when they hear the truth of their religion 
called in question. The parent who neglects to equip his children in this res- 
pect not only disregards what he owes to his nation and faith, but fails in the 
primary duty of placing his children on fair and equal terms with their school- 
fellows, 


DUST TO DUST, 


Tue burial question was some time ago freely ventilated in the press. There is 
no doubt that much abuse has crept into the practices connected with burials 
which has most injuriously affected the health, feelings and purses of the 
nation, It is just so much a sanitary as a moral and economical question. 
There is no doubt that the mischief has grown, is growing, and will grow in 
proportion as the population increases. Efficient measures should therefore 
be adopted to check the evil. The whole community is profoundly interested 
i1 the subject, and the. gratitude of the country is eminently due to Mr. 


Haven for the earnestness with which he has directed public attention to the 


The evils arising to the general population from tlese practices may be 
thus summarized : They entail heavy expense upon the surviving relatives 
and this at a time when, owing to the illness which generally precedes the 
dissolation of the deceased, the means of the family have been reduced both 
by diminished. income and increased expenditure; the soil of the burial- 
ground gets saturated with putrefaction, in consequence of over-crowding, 
intra-mural interments intensifying the mischief still more; the soil of the 
cemetery is frequently unfit to absorb and neutralize the noxious elements 
evolved by putrefaction; and, lastly, obstacles are not rarely put in the way 
of the soil by artificial means preventing the performance of its beneficent 
functions of resolution and absorption. It does not come within our province 
to deal with this large question as here enunciated, 


purpose to examine whether and in how far these evils also attend the Jewish 
mode of sepulture. 


It must afford great satisfaction to every member of the Jewish commu-— 


nity to find that the rise of most of the evils enumerated has been prevented 
by a judicious divine legislation thousand of years ago, and by practices 
introdaced in the spirit of this established code sanctioned by an unbroken 
ehain of time-hallowed tradition reaching back to generations that lived in 
hoary antiquity. There is no doubt that funerals among our remote ances- 
tors were very expensive. The natural wish to do honour to the: beloved 
remains of the departed. had given rise to demonstrations of show and to 
pageants which proved most burdensome to all, especially the middle classes , 


These with the rivalry which has characterized them at all times, endeavoured | 


to imitate their betters and to outbid one another. The dead had to be 
anointed with perfumes and wrapped in an expensive attire. Wailing 
women lamenting the deceased with the accompaniment of flutes or other 
instruments, had to be hired. Large quantities of spices purchased at high 
prices were burnt at the grave, and costly utensils buried with the departed, 
Evidences of all this can be found in the Bible and the Talmud. 
able indeed had at last become the funeral expenses that those upon whom 
the duty of providing for the burial devolved, fled in dismay. This deplorable 
state of things continued, we learn, until the most distinguished rabbi of his 
generation and head of his people, moved by the misery thus entailed upon 
bereaved families, determined to put a stop to these abuses. It was, we 
believe, Gamatien the Seconp wko not long after the destruction of the 


Second Temple, prescribed new regulations for funerals, and following up 


precept by example, forbade in his will all pomp at his funeral, ordered his 
body to be wrapped in simple inexpensive linen, and all unnecessary outlay to 
be avoided. The precedent thus set had the desired effect; for what was 
good for the highest in Israel, a scion of the revered house of Davin, could 
hot but suffice for every member of the family of Jacos. Henceforth the

The equality denied to the living was established for the dead, and this equality 
bas ever since in principle been recognized, although in practice it cannot be 
denied, as may be perceived by every friend of the community, a tendency of 
disturbing this equality has occasionally been manifested. This is greatly to 
be regretted. However, the idea of the equality of all in death, is forta- 
nately so deeply rooted in the communal mind, that little apprehension need 
be entertained lest it be flagrantly or for any length of time violated. Other 
abuses no doubt have crept into our burial practices, But these have no 
connexion with the undertaker’s little bill. From this fanctionary, therefore, 
and his gentle satellites Gamavirt has freed us for ever. 


There is yet another much greater evil attending the general mode o 
sepulture from which thanks to the Law, testimony and traditions we have 
been kept free, This is the overcrowding of our burial ground with the con- 
comitant, indescribable mischief thereby allowed to be inflicted by the dead on 
the living, The indirect yet sure, if not designed effect of the law which 
entails uncleanness with its consequences upon all those who come into eon- 
tact with a corpse and its surroundings was the relegation of graves for ever 
away from all human habitations, and the anxiety to avoid coming or residing 
near them. We know that at Jerusalem the populous metropolis of Judea 
no other sepulchres save those of the privileged house of Davip were tolerated, 
that the graves all over the country were marked from time to time as a 
warning to the wayfarer not to approach them. Intramural burying 
therefore was an impossibility in the land of Israel while occupied 
exclusively by those to whom it was given as a possession for ever. There 
was therefore no chance for the dead poisoning the living. And whether as 
a question of law in the abstract a claim can be set up for the dead to the 
possession in perpetuity of the pit tenanted by them or not, it is a fact 
that Judaism in practice forbids to disturb the remains of those sleeping the 
sleep of death, to inter two corpses in the same grave, or even one over the 
other, and disallows the use of the cemetery for any utilitarian purpose whatever 
—and this for all times, The cemetery as betokened by one of the names given 
it popularly—poy m3 (“ house of eternity”) is to remain for ever what it was 
destined for. A kind of semi-sacredness attaches to it. Its profanation is 
not only strictly prohibited by the traditional law, but would also be- most 
repugnant to Jewish feeling, and it is this repugnance which constitutes the 
most vigilant custodian of this law, We know that in the middle ages when the 
expulsion of Jewish communities from places which had been their seats for 
generations was not rare, no effort, however great, and no cost, however exor- 
bitant, was shunned if security for the undisturbed repose of the remains of the 
dead which of course must be left behind, could thereby be purchased. So far 
therefore the Jewish code of law has for centuries been in advance of the 
legislation of every civilized country in the world. | Had the spirit of this law 
been followed by our legislature ages ago, how much sickness, how much 
misery, and how many untimely deaths might have been spared the nation! 


Nor can the Jewish commanity reproach itself fur having neglected 
another requirement which indeed. has only been brought to light in compara- 
tively modern times. The discovery that not every kind of soil is fitted to 
transform again into dust what we are assured was originally formed from 


dust, was made, we believe, by the geologists of our days. There can however . 


be no doubt now that attention has been called to this desideratum, that those who 
have to provide for cemeteries will in future not lose sight of this requirement to 
tlrat ovr burial grounds may no longer be transformed into loathsome reservoirs 
of a mass of seething and sweltering corruption, tainting the atmosphere, 
breeding death and destruction. 


We can, however, not contemplate with equal satisfaction another prac- 
tice adopted by us in common with our Christian fellow-citizens from some 
other nation, probably the ancient Egyptians. We refer to the practice of 
‘‘chesting”’ or boxing our dead, and thus consigning them to the ground, 
[t is written, dust thou art and unto dust shalt thou return. From this it 
is clear that any practice preventing the body from returning to the element 


whence it was taken, or at least retarding by artificial means the speedy 


accomplishment of the divine design is in contravention of the divine behest. 
Now experience has taught that for the kind mother earth to be able to 
perform its functions, it is necessary that it should be allowed to come into 
direct contact with the body. The mother can only receive the child to its 
bosom when it is not held from her embrace. Now it is well known that 
there is no greater obstacle to this embrace than the box in which the corpse 
is as it were hermetically shut up, which we call a coffin. These wooden 
boxes are all but indestructible. Woodwork of this kind, which was con- 
signed to the ground in the days of Cuanves IL., has in our days been found 


jn such a state of preservation, as though only interred in the reign of QuEEN 
Vierortia, 


But does the Jewish law absolutely require that che dead should 
be buried in a box hermetically ciosed ? 


No doubt the body of Jossru was placed in a box of this bind: But 


Steatest simplicity on such mournful eccasions became the order of the day. i this was for a special purpose, It had to be preserved for a long period with 
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the special view in due tine to be transferred to another country, And if 
our ancestors, while in rcssession of ther own land, at burials had resort to 
recertavies of this kind, it must be borne in mind that the dead were then 
frequently consigned to eaves or hollows, in which the bodies had to be pro- 
tected from the teeth of beasts and beaks of birds, feeding upon corpses, It 
is a fact that not all bodies, and perhaps only a few, were “chested.” The 
Talmud in the treatise of Berachoth introduces two ghosts as holding a con- 
versation with each other, in which one of them explains the reason why it 
cannot stir, because it, or rather its body, was wrapped in a mat of reed. 
Had the budy been buried in a coffin, this and not the swathing reed would 
have been pointed out as the obstacle preventing all locomotion. No doubt 
Maimonides recommends that the dead should be buried in wooden coffins. 
But would the appellation wood not also apply to coffins of wickerwork, such 
as recommended by Mr. Haven? To us it appears that a coffin made of 
this material would, while complying with the recommendation, or if it be 
preferred the precept, of the illustrious rabbi, also enable the religious Jews 
in the spirit of Scripture to assist nature in its beneficial efforts tending to 
restore to earth what belongs to earth, the interstices in the coffin allowing 
the soil to come into contact with the body. At all events, it is 
remarkable that Rabbi Jeuvpan, the Prince, as though acquainted 
with the obstacle which solid wood throws in the ways of dissolution, 
and, desirous of removing it so that there might be more speedily 
fulfilled, “for dust thou art and unto dust shalt then return,” ordered 
that the nethermost part of his coffin should be perforated; thus giving 
access to mother earth to his body. 

These suggestions we respectfully submit to the consideration of our 
religious authorities. It is for them to decide in how far Mr. Hapey’s recom- 
mendation is compatible with Jewish law, and for our burial board to 
examine in how far its adoption would be practicable,

Nothing however is saul as to whether it is intended to apply to the government 
for a it ense oO establish a facuity. We must not forget tu mention that ubout 
have already been raised towards the t establishment of the Union College, 
We wish our American brethren success im this great and meritorious under. 
taking. Hitherto the repeat: defforts which have been made. by our coreligionists 
in the United States in this direction have all proved abortive, not so much from 
want of funds as trom that of pupils.

THE CHALITZA, 


TO THK EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Sir,—In Burnett's “ History of the Reformation,” I read that Henry VIII, 
commissioned Dr. Cooke, then in Italy, to make inquiries of the Jews (among 


others) respecting the law of Deuteronomy, which provided, that when any one 


died without children, “ his brother should marry his widow, to raise up children 
to him.” “Many of the Jéwish rabbins did give it under their hands in writing. 
That the Laws of Leviticus and Deuteronomy, were thus to be reconciled : That 
the laws of marrying the brother's wife, when he died without children, did only 
bind in the land of Judea, to preserve families and maintain their successions in 


the land, as it had been divided by lot ; but that in al! other places of the world, 


the law of Leviticus, of not marrying the brother's wife was obligatory.’ With 
so clear and practical an explanation of the precept, it is somewhat strauge that 
the “ Chalitza” should be recognized at the present time, when the purpose of 
its observance is absolutely nullified. Indeed we might almost call its retention 
a mockery ; for even supposing the brother were ready and willing to marry 
the widow, both the ecclesiastical and the local laws forbid the union, while at 
the same time, he is subjected to the necessity of the ** Chalitza” for refusing to 
do that, which he is absolutely wil/ig to do. 

With every respect for our ancient laws and institutions, I trust I may not 
be considered presurnmptnous in suggesting the abrogation of the present anomaly 
of AYOR which frequently causes needicss annoyance, and is too often made a 
wedium of extortion.

Suffice it how 
ever to say, that if the views expressed by those present at the very sparsely 
attended meeting® convey the sentiments of the entire congregation, then | really 
pity a body professing such uncharitable, un-Jewishlike, and unintelligent views, 
[ am well aware that the proposed synagogue of the Dalston congregation gives 
uneasiness to the bondholders of the North London Synagogue, but I think that 


the safety of the interest of their bonds is a matter which should not: have the — 


slightest influence in the erection eof a synagogue where it is certainly so 
greatly needed. 

[It is quite unnecessary to trouble your readera with a recapitulation of all 
the details of the matter, and which have already appeared in print, but I cannot 
refrain from giving a full and unqualified denial to several of the statements, 
especially to those charging the Executive of the Dalston Synagogue with the 
slightest desire or intention to, in any manner, interfere with the interests or pros- 
perity of the North London Synagogue. 

I must also positively assert that the statement that the Dalston Congrega- 
tion having changed its original intention as to locality, is totally incorrect. The 
very first meeting called for the formation of the congregation, set forth that it 
was intended for the neighbourhood of Dalston and Ball’s Pond, and. the site 
now selected is but one minute's walk from Ball's Pond Road. When gentlemen 
make public assertions reflecting on the acts of ethers, they should be positive 
that their statements are scrupulously correct, and this caution has (I regret to 
find) been overlooked by the speakers at the recent meeting. I will not be 
unkind enough to charge them with wilfal misrepresentations, but taking the 
more charitable view of supposing them to be in error, must nevertheless say 
they have greatly sinned against their neighbours even though it be in 
wnorance, 

l repeat without fear of contradiction, that the site selected by the Dalston 
ngregation for their new synagogue is thirty minutes’ walk from that of the 
North London ; and where there are fully from eighty to one hundred families, 
the nearest thirty minutes’ walk, and very many from forty to fifty minutes’ 
walk from any synagogue, I maintain that a house of prayer is not only requi- 
site, but that it becomes the bounden duty of the residents of such neighbour- 
hood to see that one is provided for their families, and surely they cannot be 
blamed for selecting a spot most suited to their own convenience. For a sister 
Jewish congrezation separated by thirty minutes’ walk to cal! upon an enlightened 
public to withhold support from such an undertaking is an act so censurable in 
itself that I need not refer thereto, and whilst Il 1efrain from entering into any 
personal retnaiks of a similar character to those indulged in at the recent meeting 
reported in your last, I may nevertheless rest assured that such expressions 
will be received by every true Israelite in that correct light in which | feel satis-

Willyams 3 
to Mr. B. Dieraeli. 


How eloynent and noble are the expressions in her will recordin 
his services on our behalf! Long before ourclaims were advocated his writings ecueleed 
a powerful ivflaence—deseribing os as first among nations for intellect, science, &c. 

The history of the Jews of the middie ages requires yet to be written, and the influence 
they exercised in keeping alive the love of learning, &c. Benjamin of Tudela, in his 
travels, describes the flourishing state of Jewish schools he visited, whilst the rest of the 


world wag sunk in s loth and ignorance, subject to a bigoted and benighted prie«thood ; and . b 


persecutions and sufferings principally arose from the superiority of our condition. 


‘Khe late Mrs, Willyams was a Jewess—Sarah, danoghter and heiress of Nunez da 


Costa. John LV. of Portugal appointed Nanez da Costa Portagnese agent and resident at 
the Hague, and honoured him with titles of nobility, in which his son suocee led, Antonio . 
Mendez was the king's physician. He attended Catherine of Braganta, the Queen of 
Charles Il. His brother Andrew, was appointed her chamberlain, On their arrival in 
Eng'and they professed Judaism, and assumed their names of Mendez da Costa, 

An ancestor of Mrs, Willvams commanded a man-of-war in the Mediterranean, and 
on one oceasion made himself conspienoas by aa act of benevolence. Hearing that a poor 
Jew was to be the victim of an auto da je, he laadet the boat's crew and earried off the 
unfortonate creature, rescuing him from the pswer of his tormentora, Tre Spani.n 
Government preferring a complaint against him, he was ordered home and deprived of his 
command, but, by order of Queen Anne, he was soon afterwards reinstated.

THE LATE J. HENRY MOSES. 


— 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. J. Henry Moses, which took place 
on Tuesday at Ryde, Isle of Wight. 

The late Mr. J. Henry Moses was the eldest son of Mr. Abraham Lyon 
Moses, He married Marianne, younger daughter of the late Mr. Assur Keyser 
He had six children, all of whom survive him, three sons and three daughters, 
He was seventy years of age three weeks before his death, Be had been an 
invalid or in delicate health for the last thirty years of his life, which incapaci- 
tated him from taking part in public commanal life in kis later years. But he was 
aman of very large and generous charity. He had been a munificent contributor 
to most of the public movements which the community have lately set on foot, 
but his chief charities were dispensed quietly, and without any public announce- 
ment. He had a fall and intimate knowledge of the poor from his early asso- 
viations and residence in the city, and had a number of pensioners on his 
bounty, which in many cases was advanced in substantial same, Two cases 
are known in which he lent £1,000 to individuals to start them in life. He was 
a trustee of the en N'3 (to which institation his father had left a large 
bequest), and a member of the Council of the United Synagogue, but 
had for many years been prevented taking any part in the congregationa 
management. On the death of his wife in 1859 he built, at his own expense, 
in her memory, almshouses fur poor widows, which are situated in’ Lincoln 
Street, Mile End, and which he has endowed.- He was a strict observer of all 
traditional ceremonies ; yet of a very tolerant disposition. A man of fine hand- 
some presence and genial countenance, his memory will be cherished by many, 
although he was not known widely as a public character. He died from a linger- 
ing malady at Ryde, lele of Wight, and was interred yesterday (Thursday), 
next to his late wife at the West Ilam Cemetery. 

His last letter was an act of charity. He sent a fortnight ago £100¢do his 
sen-in-law, Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, in aid of-the fund raised to the memory of the 


late Michacl Henry, the Editor of this journal, whose unobtrusive nature was

JenvusaALeEmM.—Our Ambassador at Constantinople has informed our Govern. 
ment that thefe is no religious persecution in Turkey, but that the proceedings 
of the missionaries excite. popular hatred. These hateful proceedings have 
unfortunately just now manifested themselves at Jerusalem in a manner which 
deserves universal reprobation. We learn from the //abazeleth that three years 
ago a Jewish woman of Alexandria placed her three daughters for their educa- 
tion in a girls’ school kept by the missionaries. A few weeks ago the woman 
came again to fetch back her children. But these, of the respective ages of 
fourteen, twelve and eight, were persnaded by the teachers to refuse to go with 
their mother. 
Jewish girl, tifteen years old, on this occasion fled from the institution. As the 
mother importuned the teachers to restore to her her children, who were as yet too 
young to choose for themselves their own religion, she was turned out and ill- 
used, and is now in the Rothschild Hospital. The youngest child given up to 
the mother, together with the girl that fled from the institution, are in the 
house ef Dr. Schwarz, the physician of the Hospital. The matter has been 
reported to the Alliance, in the hope that measures will be adopted to bring 
about the restoration of the children to their mother. 


MontreaL.—The American papers give lengthy accounts of the examination 
‘of the congregation of the Portuguese Jews, Montreal, Canada, founded by the 
Rev. Dr. de Sola.. The Mayor Hingston, Professor Dawson, the Wardens of the 
German Synagogue, and several other persons of eminence were present. The 
examination was the first of its kind in Canada, and showed that the pupils had 
within the year of the existence of tlhe school made considerable progress, 
Prizes were distributed to the deserving scholars, and several speeches delivered, 
The Mayor said he could hardly confine the emotion le felt in hearing those 
little descendants of Abraham—residing so far from the country from which 
they sprang. He was glad that Montreal had the honour of being the first city 
in the Dominion to have a school devoted specially to the education of Hebrew 
children, and was sure that when his term of office: expired he would look back 
to that day as one of the pleasantest of his official carecr. With respect to the 
benefits derivable from a sound religious education, he fuliy concurred in the 
expressions of Dr. De Sola, and could say from experience that the religious 
training is visible in the home life of the Iebrew people. Ue koew something 
of Hebrew society, and this he knew above all, that there were no more faithful 
husbands, no more respectful wives, or more obedient and affectionate children 
than the Hebrew people, anJ he believed if religion were not taught in their 
househeid that would not be the case. He congratulated them on the success 
of the school and wished it long prosperity. 


Opessa.—For the first time in Russia 4 religious ceremony was performed 
in the Russian language. This was ata marriage ceremony at Odessa. Sermons 
in the Russian language have occasiovally been delivered in synagogues in 
Russia. This is an important step towards reconciling the Russians to the Jews, 
as comparatively few of the latter are as yet able to make use of the language 
of the country in their domestic intercourse, their language generally beiug a

OUR VIENNA LETTER, 


VIENNA, Avausr 4, 1975, 

We are now in the midst of the duli season. Court, aristocracy, banker 
and merchant princes have equally deserted us. The exodus however i8 not go 
general as it was in former years. The sad effects of the terrible cragh of '73 
have not yet worn themrelves out. Many a wound still bleeds, The consequence 
is that many who in former years about this time luxuriated in the shady groves 
of some watering place, are obliged to economise and to pine away in the sul 
season in dusty Vienna. The communal inco.ne, too, feels the blow which the 
fatal ‘73 has inflicted on us. The communal income, out of which the synagogues 
and ail our other public institutions have to be supported, was in 1872, 95, 
in 1873, 91,647, aud in 1874 only 88,551 florins, This is a sad falling off, and it 
is feared that there will be a still greater falling off in the current year, 

Our Vienna Alliance has not been idle and the few concessions in favour of 
the Jews which have been wrung from Roumania through the commercia] treaty 
with Austria, are probabiy the work of the Alliance, There is no reagop to 
believe that Count Andrassy ‘is a friend of the Jews. At least his children, a9 
report says, are being educated by Jesuits, and had there not been reminder 
behind the Count, would he have so strenuously iusisted upon the few crumbs 
thrown down in order to pacify the dissatistied Jews ? 


The capital of Prussia has lately been startled by some bold attacks of the 
Gazette of the Cross, the organ of the reactionists and Ultramontanes, on the 
highest functionaries of the State, whom it has sought to lower by representing 
them as instruments of the banker Bleichréder, the patriot Lasker, and 
some other Jews. Of course the whole Jewish body is to be thrust at through 
the side of their representative me». We, too, in Vienna have our (ucett of 
the Cross. It is the “ Fatherland.” It has become notorious: by its constant 
attacks on us poor Jews. [at to the honour of the Viennese be it said, the 
attacks do not produce the slightest effect. It is simply the barking of a dog. 
Let him bark but he must not bite. It must further be stated that these virulent 
attacks are not even approved of by all the leading men of the party which this 
slanderous paper pretends to represent. It is well known that Cardinal Rauscher, 
ex-tutor of the Emperor, is not pleased with the paper, and the resignation of 
the Editor, which has lately taken place, is ascribed to the displeasure of this 
Prince of the Charch. Let us hope for the best. The death of the late Emperor 
Ferdinand has been sincerely mourned over by the Jews in the. whole empire, 
His intellect was not very bright but his heart was good, and in his private 
benefactions he. made no distinction between Jew and Christian. Had he had 
different councillors when he gat on the throne, the fate of his Jewish subjects 
would have been different from what it was in his reign. Nevertheless. he 
initiated some improvement in their then sad condition. 

I hear that at last some steps are being taken to relieve the miserable 
condition of a considerable number of rabbis in Bohemia. In consequence of 
the liberty now enjoyed by the Jews in the empire in common with all other 
citizens to settle wherever they like, many congregations in Bohemia, formerly 
in a flourishing state, are now decaying, as the well-to-do members have removed 
from the country to the large town leaving behind the poorer sort, who, of course, 
are unable to sustain the communal burdens single-handed, formerly borne 
chiefly by the rich. The salaries of the rabbis have consequently béen greatly 
reduced—hence the misery. I* is expected that the state will subsidise these 
starving rabbie. 

The late floods at Buda, Hungary, I regret to say, have also ruined a 


considerable number of Jews who happened to inhabit one of the suburbs which 


have suffered most from the inundations. 


Tue O'Connett Cexresary.—The O'Connell Centenary was celebrated 0a 
Saturday last by a dinner presided over by Mr. Mitchell Henry, M.P. -In giving 
“'The.Memory,” the Chairman said that O'Connell's guiding star in his public 
labours was the promotion of civil and religious liberty irrespective of classs or 
creed. He was one of the earliest. and firmest advocates for the admission of 
the Jews into Parliament; he helped to free the Protestant’ Dissenters, and in 
claiming Catholic emancipation he claimed a0 more for his own religion than he 
was willing to convede to the religion of his neighbours. He never gave up to 
party what was meant for mankind. His genius like his labours belonged to the 
whole human race. He demanded that all shall stand equal before the law, that 
a man’s religion shall form no bar to his rights as a citizen, but shall remain 4 
matter between hi:aself and Lis Maker, and he thoroughly understood the pre 
cept that bids usto render unto Cwsar the things that are Cwsar's, and unto God 
the things that are God's.

SIR MOSES MONTEFIORE’S ‘VISIT TO JERUSALEM. 


Information which has just come to hand gives a glowing account of the recep- 
tion given to Sir Moses Montefiore on his arrival inthe Holy City. He arrivedon 
Sunday the 25th ult., somewhat earlier in the morning than was anticipated, and the 
inhabitants who hastened to see him, met him just as Le was entering the City. 
He was conducted to one of the best courts, especially made ready for his comfort. 
There he and his companions will lodge during their stay in Jerusalem. One 
of the rooms serves as a synagogue, wherin prayers will be offered up three times 
aday. On the morrow after his arrival the rabbis of the community waited 
upon him; and the day afterwards the wardens and the lay heads of the con- 
gregations came to welcome him. On the fourth day he visited the Sephardim 
and Ashkenazim synagogues, which were crammed. All the rabbis, lay chiefs, 
and all persons of position were present. The pupils of the several schools sang 
hymns in Hebrew in bis honour. On the saine day ho also visited the Haham 
Bashi and other high officials in the Holy City. It was arranged that Sir Moses 
Montefiore shoud meet the heads of the community on Wednesday last, the 11th 
inst, when the position of the Jews of the Holy Land and the various proposals 
for their improvementwill be fully discuesed.

The proficiency of these young gentlemen has 
been so gloriously conspicuons that we shall probably hear their names menticne4 
with honour in after life. Whatever profession they may adopt, we may be sure 
that they will illustrate it with the great qualities they have already exhibited. 
The names of Levy and other Hebrews start up in every prize hst. The 
astounding success of the Jewish boys was received with admirable generosity 
by’ their Christian schoolfellows, who to their honour, be it said, betrayed 
no sectarian jealously, but greeted each Jewish naine with triple plaudits and 
cheered on the boys as they stepped up to receive the palmas nobiles and the 
doctarum edera premia frontium”™ We are pleased to note the satisfactory
